Resolution.—The Governor General of India in Council 
has always been desirous. to assimilate the Duties levied on 
Internal and External Commerce at the several Presidencies 
of India, and, although circumstances compelled him to 
revise the Customs Duties of the Bengal Presidency before 
the enquiries instituted respecting the systems in foree at 
tho other Presidencies were sufficiently matured to enable 
him. to make the measure general, it has been his wish to 
extend the same system to the Presidencies of Fort St, 
George and Bombay, ax far as circumstances and ‘the state 
of the Revenue might admit, But the result of the inqui- 
ries instituted showod that a much larger proportion of the 
Publi Income of both those Presidencies was dependent on 
the Transit Duties, which it was proposed to abolish than 
had been the case in Bengal. The general Revenue of India 
morgover did not present the assurance of x confirmed sur- 
‘plas sufticient to enable the Goversor General in Couneil 
to deal so liberally in the grant of relief from vexatious 
Jooal Imposts as he wished. His Lordship in Connell felt 
consequantly the necessity stpaniig before at once deter- 
mining upon an entire assimilation of the systems of the 
three Presidencies, in. onder that the opportunity might be 
afforded of soliciting from the Hon'ble Court of Directors, 
the necessary authority to take measures attended with a 
sacrifice of important Ttems of the Public Income, and that 
the interval might be employed in seeking the’ means of 
replacing some portion at least of the Revenue proposed to 
beabandoned, ‘The enquiries instituted through the Local 
Government and through the Customs Committee sitting 
in Colentta, have for some time been completed for the 
Bombay Presidency, and the Governor General of India in 
‘Council has had the means of estimating the financial effect 
of the different measures proposed for its relief, ‘The local 
duties were there varions and irregular, and in some in- 
stances more than ordinarily vexatious and burthensome ; 
but the Governor General of India in Council could not, 
without consulting the Local Authorities upon the specific

Hesolution.—The Governor General of India in Council 
has always been desirous to assimilate the Duties levied on 
Internal and External Commerce at the several Presidencles 
of India, and, although circumstances compelled him to 
revise the Customs Duties of the Bengal Presidency before 
the enquiries instituted respecting the systema in force at 
the other Presidencies were sufficiontly. matured to enable 
him to make the measure general, it has been his. wish to 
extend the samo system to. the Prosidencios of Fort St. 
George and Bombay, asfar as clreumstances and the stato 
of the Revenue might admit, But the result of the ingui- 
ries instituted showed that a inuch larger proportion of the 
Public Income of both those Presidencies was dependant on 
tho Transit Duties, which it was proposed to abolish than 
had been the ease in Bengal, The general Revenue of India 
moreover did not present the assirance of a confirmed sur- 
plus sufficient to enable the Governor General in Council 
to deal so liberally in the grant of relief from vexatious 
local Imposts ax he wished. His Lordship in Coupeil felt 
consequently the necessity of pausing hefore at once doter- 
mining upon an entire assimilation of the systems of the 
three Prosidenci order that the opportunity might be 
afforded of soliciting from the Hon'ble Court of Directors, 
the necostary authority to take moasnres attended with a 
sacrifice of important Items of the Publie Ineome, and that 
the interval might be employed in seeking the means of 
replacing some portion at least of the Revenue proposed to 
be abandoned. The enquiries instityted through the Local 
Government and through the Customs Committee sitting 
in Caleutta, have for some time been completed for the 
Bombay Presidency, and the Governor General of India in 
Council has had the means of estimating the financial effect 
of the different measures proposed for its relief. ‘The local 
duties were there Various and irregular, and in some in- 
stances more than ordinarily vexations and burthensome ; 
but the Governor General of India in Council could not, 
‘without consulting the Local Authorities upon the 

rovisions of the Laws required, take upon himself to lay 
Eotore the Legislative Council Drafts-of Acts to give offoot 
to the measures intended, and the references made to Bom- 
bay for this purpose have led to uch unexpected delay. 
Trhas been determined to relieve the Bombay Presidency 
from the imposts which were conaklered most injurious to 
commeres of most harassing to the ion. Much has 
already been done with this view, and a means has been
